Even the soldiers detailed 
to guard the ruins at Ottajano have 
been recalled and the town has been 
left to its fate.

displayed untiring

The strengtn of 
nuuiy of ili0 scheme* resorted to by 
this class «! swindler* lies la iheli bo- 
lus; so devised that « howl sun will 
give them in* benefit of the doubt for 
fear of offending a regular patron. 
Take, for example, the game of me 
torn note, 
it Is played oomewnat as 


follows: 


"A gentleman, dressed In the neigbt 


of fashion. Accompanied by a lady, ar- 
rives shortly after luncheon on Salm- 
day afternoon, and th« manager, sum- 
moned by one of the officials, is in- 
formed by his, guest* that they only 
wish to .-nay until Monday, but -would 
he. in the meantime, reserve the best 
suite of rooms for them.' This is, of 
toil rue. done, and on the Monday mam- 
Ing the gentleman presents himseir at 
the burea.i with a letter. In which is 
enclosed naif of a flOG bill. Only half, 
the manager-was told', bad been pc.->ted 
—merely for safety's sake—but, as he 
would see m the letter, the other h-xlf 
would arrive in the afternoon, but he 
found he haJ to leave by an early train 
to keep 4n important appointment. 


"The bill amounts, say, to |40 foi the 


two dfiys. but the manager courteously 
agrees to iccept the half note and give 
full change tor the value of the wuoie 
note on condltioi^hatJie is permitted 
to open thfr letter which Is to arrive in 
the afternoon; and, of course, permis- 
sion is at once granted. It is scarcely 
necessary «o say that the other naif 
note never makes its appearance, and 
the swindler moves on to some oiner 
hotel, 10 repeat his ingenious 
trick 


once more. The adventurer is able. If 
his plans work out well, as they seem- 
ingly frequently do. to obtain good 
board, the while increasing his capi- 
tal. 


•Another plan is for three confeder- 


ates to take up their abode at the sitiie 
hotel, and each engages a room in c'ose 
proximity io his fellow travelers . They 
all, however, contrive to make a dis- 
play of luggage, and are invariably 
well dressed, for a prosperous exterior 
is half the buttle to the hotel adven 
turer. 


"Once comfortably 
installed, one 


member of the party regular'y takes 
his meals with one of bis fellow t-av- 
elers, with 'he result that at the end ot 
a week's stay his bill merely amounts 
to the cost of his bedroom, while tils 
companions' accounts 
are naturally 


considerable larger, as between them 
they Include the cost of living tor -he 
trio. The nty for the hotel accou-.ts 
are due to be sent in, the three fon 
spirators hold a conference, wnica in- 
variably ends in the same way—the 
man witH -'hfe smallest bill agrees to 
leave at ones, always, however, before- 
hand taking the simple precaution of 
packing his fellow^ swindlers' belong- 
ings in his own trunks. 


"Now, 
as he invariably settles 
his 


account, no suspicion is aroused, for 
the special staff of detectives who pa- 
trol large hotels day and night send- 
ing in at irc-quent intervals reports or 
the luggage brought In by visitors, jt 
Bee that tlie wily 'rent' free swindlers' 
companions have their luggage In tlieir 
rooms. The luggage—that is to say, 
the boxes <ind trunks—is there, and 
weighs a considerable amount; but all 
Valuables iavo been carefully extracted 
beforehand, to be replaced by all sorts 
of heavy aid worthless objects, such 
as bricks, stones, or lumps of lead, 
fastened to the sides of the boxes to 
prevent my fear of them being dis- 
placed by shaking. 


"The two other swindlers shortly 


afterward Piroll out of the hotel, os- 
tensibly for a short walk, but in reality 
never to, return. And the week's ex- 
penses of i he wiry trio, which are m- 
varlubly considerable, merely imount 
u the cost ot one bedroom for a week 
-ad two second-hand and inexpensive 
boxes, wuieli can fte bought for a mere 
song."

-Hunt for Rubber Trees. 


The large increase in the demand for 


rubber has led to a more careful ex- 
ploration of the tropics for rubber-pro- 
ducing trees, us well as to the develop 
ment of rubber-tree groves in favorable 
districts. In Java, Ceylon and the 
Malay peninsula large tracts are being 
planted to rubber, and it has been found 
that Liberia produces an excellent qual- 
ity of gum. The extension of the rub- 
ber industry in Mexico and in South 
America is progressing rapidly, and it 
has been discovered that the fubber- 
tree adapts itself readily to various 
climatic conditions in different parts of 
the world. 


Atmospheric''•tudy In Oermtay. 
The German government has decided 


to establish a meteorological station In 
southern O*rnu»ny, writes Consul Brit- 
lulu, of Kehl. It will be on Lake Con 
stance, near Frledrichshafen, and will 
com $15,000, the states of Bavaria, Wurt- 
temberg, Baden and Alsace-Lorraine 
joining In the expense.

•tudy of the ntmoRphere will be made 
dally by moans of kites from specially 
constructed boats on the lak*.

The find M>u*isu» of nearly zou black 
Kutery va&iels. with deep incisions, 
fantastically molded to represent ani- 
mals commcu to thai region uiij tioiue 
mythological outss. with a few tinman 
portrait pieces. This unique collection 
of black ware, the Urn.to be seen iu 
this country, is said to be the finest 
extant. 


These xroie&que 
pottery 
vessels, 


many of which contained flue goluen 
oruamenu. were votive and mortuary 
offerings placed in the graves along 
with the boJies of the dead. The col- 
lection was found in the Cauca river 
valley, Colombia, about 150 miles fioai 
the Pacific ocean. This stream is one 
of the tributaries of the MagQAtena. 
The pottery was unearthed by some of 
the Indian placer miners who now 
carry on the business of sluice washiug 
the ancient burial grounds ot the.r 
ancestors vo obtain gold objects, which 
are sold omy for their metal. 


The Causi valley in pre-Spamsh 


times was the domain of the Chibcba 
nation, which for hundreds of miles 
along both banks of the river had es- 
tablished ;i fairly advanced and nour- 
ishing civilization. 
A 
retinue of 


chiefs, with one leader, admin!sterej 
the government Next to the Mexicans 
and ancient Peruvians, or lucas, they 
are classed as third in the list of 
aboriginal races as to culture. 
The 


rest of Columbia was inhabited 
by 


oth^lndependent tribes living 4n l^w- 
er stages 4i enlightenment. The Calb- 
chas and 'heir neighboring tribes have 
disappeared entirely.

PUT ANIMALS TOGETHER. 


riieir Effort to Keep Warm Would 


Prevent Hostuilies Among 


Them. 


Men are sometimes advised to take a 


lesson from the animals, and a story told 
by H. Hugues le Koux would seem to in- 
dicate that they are at least quite 
capable of intelligent reasoning, says 
ihe London Globe 


M. le Roux has traveled extensively, 


and at his pjace, not far from Paris, he 
likes to study the animals he has 
brought back from his wanderings.

The mare 


could not bear the fox terriers, and if 
they ever ventured near her box when 
soe was suckling her foal she was ready 
to make a meal of them.

tude of enmity and deflance had not an 
accidental circumstance put an end to 
their mutual hostility. At the com- 
mencement of winter workmen began to 
demolish the kennel and take the roof 
off the stable.

PIES MADE BY MACHINE. 


Plagues of Pastery Turned Out at 


the IUt« of Kigbteeii a 


Minute. 


A wa« au appl« pi* uiade by ih« MW 


pie-making uiacuiue thai is attended 
ta by one man uud ihic-e boy* and 
turn* out from 10 to 1$ pi** a minute. 
The uiachiiK- Is ten feet long and SO 
feet wide. . a ei^iru- motor furnishes 
power atd u «a.s jet keeps Ihe form- 
ing dies wuriii. Over the machine U 
suspended a unk with "filling" for 
400 pieu. and in it an agitator 
re- 


volves 
to keep 
the material 
from 


blocking the outlet 
After the paste 


Tor crusts has been properly mixed it 
\» weighed and cut lulu properly mixed 
pieces by a dough divider. 
A tray 


full of lumps of dough 
for 
bottom 


crusts is placed at one end of the ma- 
chine, and another tray containing 
lumps for top cruets at the other end. 
At the rear is a stack of plates auto- 
matically fed by a ratchet. A magne- 
tized arm swings around, picks up a 
plate, and places it on a die made to 
receive it. A piece of dough is placed 
on the plate and the next movement 
brings it under a die which forms the 
lower crust. Then the fruit is depos- 
ited from the tank 
and the 
plate 


moves forward. By this time another 
lump of dough lias been flattened out 
and stamped with an initial, such as 
an L for lem»ii. while an automatic 
bellows blows a puff of flour over the 
dough to keep it from sticking. The 
next movement' brings the filled pie 
and this upper crust together, one op- 
erator being stationed here to adjust 
the top cover if necessary. Then the 
covered pie comes under the edging 
die, which cuts off all the scraps, and 
the pie passes forward on an apron 
Which leads to the oven. 


THE BEAUTY OF MACHINERY 


An Illusion. 


"It's love that makes the worldj
